THE ARMIES. 
A FAINT HOPE. 

Lonpox, April 25.—A Vienna dispatch says it is 
reported that contracts made by the Russians in 
Roumania do not indicate any intention on the 
part of Russia to send the whole army immediately 
to the Danube, but show that it is possible that an 
opportunity for negotiations between Russia's first 
overt actin crossing the Pruth and her final attempt 
to force the passage of the Danube will be given 
the Turks. 

THE RUSSIAN ADVANCE. 

A telegram from Constantinople says the Rus- 
sians have crossed the frontier of Asiatic Turkey 
at Alexandrople on the road to Kars. 

No hope is entertained in Constantinople that 
mediation of the Powers can be successful at the 
THE OCCUPATION OF ROUMANIA. 
Bucwarest, April 25.—Yesterday 16,000 Rus- 
sians occupied the railway bridge at Barboschi. 
Up to yesterday evening 50,000 Russians had en- 
tered Roumanian territory. The Roumanian 
army has retired from the Danube into the inte- 
rior, where it is divided into two corps,—one at 

Bucharest and the other at Krajova. 

The inhabitants on both banks of the Danube are 
fleeing en masse into the interior of Roumania. 

As soon as the Russians arrived at Barboschi the 
Roumanian troops retired. 

Two British gunboats have entered the Danube. 
One is anchored off Galatz. 

THE TURKS ARE LEAVING WIDDIN 
in great haste in the direction of Dobrudscha, where 
they appear to expect the principal Russian at- 
tack. 

The Russian headquarters will be transferred to 
Jasey in a few days. 

It is rumored that the Sultan will review the 
Army of the Danube. He has sent a dispatch to the 
Commander-in-Chief, with ordera that it be read 
to the troop. 

THE MONTENEGRINS ADVANCING, 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 26.—A dispatch from 
Catarro announces that the Montenegrin forces are 
advancing toward the frontier of Albania. 

The Miridites, fearing that they might be sur- 
rounded, abandoned their positions, which were 
occupied by the Turks on Sunday. 

HOSPITAL FUND. 

Moscow, April 25.—After the promulgation of 
the Czar’s manifesto, the municipality voted funds 
to provide 1, 000 beds fur the wounded and an ad- 
ditional million of roubles for hospital appliances. 
They subsequently appointed a special committee 
to draw up an address to the Czar. Solemn service 
was held in all the churches of the city. 

BRIDGE SEIZED. 

Loypow, April 26—5 a. m. -A Bucharest corre- 
spondent says a telegram from the Austrian Consul 
announces that 12,000 Russians have occupied 
Galatz and Braila, securing an important railway 
The Turks are throwing up vast carth- 
works at Rustchuk.

© TURKISH IRON-CLADS ON THE DANUBE. 

A dispatch from Constantinope announces five 
Turkish iron-clads are in the Danube. 

It is reported that a slight engagement has oc- 
curred in Armenia. 

A Vienna correspondent says a fight is imminent 
near Barboschi for the railway bridge over the River 
Sereth. The Turks unaccountably missed the op- 
portunity of forestalling the Russians in seizing 
the bridge, and the Russians are now prepared to 
defend it. Three Turkish gunboats entered the 
river to destroy the bridge. 

The Russians will continue to cross the Prath by 
four pontoon bridges for the next few days.

but the Czar’s presence of mind and indomitable 
courage never deserted him. He formed his army, 
which consisted of 38,000 men, into a hollow 
square, placing the women in the centre, and 
prepared to receive the disorderly but furious 
onsiaught of the Turks. he superior 
discipline of the Russians was shown in 
the steadiness with which they met the 
charge. The fight continued for three days, and 
there remained nothing for the Russians but to 
surrender, or, making à desperate attempt, to cut 
their way through the enemy. Through the per- 
sonal mediation of the Empress Catharine a sus- 
pension of arms was agreed upon. It would appear 
strange that the Vizier should have agreed to an 
armistice under such circumstances, when the Rus- 
sians were completely at his mercy. But-he was 
aware that Russian troops in Moldavia had advanc- 
ed to the Danabe, and that another division of the 
army was on its march from the frontiers of Po- 
land. He therefore considered it advisable to 
avail himself of that opportunity to dictate to 
Peter the terms upon which he wished to terminate 
the campaign, knowing that if he postponed the 
treaty he would be compelled to renew the war 
against the whole force of the Empire. 
HEAVY LOSSES BY BOTH ARMIES. 

The conditions the Czar was forced to accept 
were sufficiently humiliating. The Turks demanded 
the restitution of Azof, the demolition of the har- 
bor of Taganrog, the renouncement of all further 
interference in the affairs of Poland and the Cos- 
secks, a free passage for the Swedish King back to 
his own country, and withdrawal from the Black 
Sea. The battle of the Pruth, so fatal in its results 
to the Czar, was one of the most destructive in the 
annals of history. If the statements of Peter be 
correct, his army on the first day of the engage- 
ment consisted. of 31,000 infantry and 7,000 cav- 
alry, and was reduced on the last day to 22,000 
men, which would make hie loss amount to over 
16,000 men. The loss sustained by the Turks was 
still greater in consequence of their irregular and 
scattered method of attack. There can be no doubt 
that the Czar fought at a great disadvantage, and 

rhaps were it not for the timely assistance he ob- 

ined from the Empress Catharine the campaign 
would have proved an almost fatal biow to Mus- 
covite power in Europe. 
ANOTHER DISASTROUS CAMPAIGN. 

The result of the campaign upon the bank of the 
Prath, by which Peter surrendered many im- 

rtant advantages which he had previousty ob- 

ained by conquest, the annoyance caused by fre- 
quent incursions of Crimean Tartars, the 
haughty refusal of the Porte to recognize the 
Cuts imperial title, led Peter to meditate a new 
war against the Turks. He made ample prepara- 

tions for the project, but his death arrested i 
execution, which was entirely laid aside by 
Catharine J. and Peter II. The Empress Anna de- 
termined to renew the design, and found no 4 

position in obtaining a pretext for a breach. T 
Russian army in 1756 severely punished the offend- 
ing Tartare, but the latter on their flight laid their 
country in ashes, and it was impossible to find sub- 
sistence for the troops, and they were nently 
obliged to retire. Gen. Lascy now laid sicge to Azof 
and reduced lt, taking its kish garrison pris- 
oners. The Saltan was even now unwilling to 
commit himself to a war with Nussia, content with 
the advantages he had gained by the Treaty of the 
Prath; and even now that Russia had gained one

THE READING STRIKE. 


Gowen's Side of the Affair—He Claims the 
Brotherhood Began the War. 
Special Dispatch to The Tritune. 

Parrape.praia, April 25.—President Gowen, of 
the Reading Railroad Company, will to-morrow 
make a fall statement of the Company's position 
in the existing serious troubles with its employes. 
He will state that several months ago authentic 
information was received that the Reading Rail- 
road Company was fixed upon on account of its 
supposed financial weakness as the next victim 
upon which the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers was to inflict a visitation for the purpose of 
establishing its claim to control the railway 
traffic of the country. It is possible, he 
says, that the difficulty with the Boston 
& Maine Railroad Company delayed for some days 
the intended attack, but upon the 15thof March 
the first formal move was made by a written re- 
quest for an advance of 20 per cent upon the 
wages of engineers and firemen, to take effect 
April 1. This demand was signed by a committee, 
and was presented by them in person to the Gen- 
eral Manager of the Company, who at once re- 
sponded by stating thata formal written answer 
would de made to the request, bat that, 
of course, the men knew i would be im- 
possible to secure an advance. After 
making the reply, Mr. Wootten plainly asked the 
Committee to be frankly informed by them wheth- 
er, in the event of à refusal, the men would quit 
work on the lst of April.

There seems to be no question 
that the Minneapolis bank officers abused

Uncommonly large masses of troops were at pres- 
ent between Paris and the German frontiers. The 
General stated that the French mulitary budget 
exceeded the German by 150,000,000 france a 
year, exclusive of extraordinary grants. He would 
not discuss the question whether France itended 
to bear this enormous burden for a prolonged 
period, or whether she was arming for definite 


purposes, but he must needs say that, as much a8 


he desired peace, he did not believe in it. French 
journals were full of spite und hatred against Ger- 


| many. France remembered how many times she 
had invaded disunited Germany, 


The French ap- 
prehended similar treatment, now that Germany 
was united. Hence the haste, zeal, and uncom- 
mon intelligence with which the colossal work of 
French army reorganization was being completed. 
Hence the locating of excessively large numbers of 
French troops, espectally cavalry and artillery, be- 
tween Paris and the German frontier,—a measure 
which Germany sooner or later would be obliged to 
reciprocate. In France the army was the pride of 
all political parties. Its defeats were forgotten, 
and its future was regarded with confidence. In 
Germany there was a marked disposition to de nig - 
gardly toward the army. ‘The new Captaincies 
proposed were intended te prepare 122 important 
officers in peace for work they would have to do in 
war. Depend upon it, these Captains would have 
very little spare time for amusement if they were 
appointed. 

It is very clear that in Germany a war with 
France is not only expected, but is consid- 
ered certain. There can be no question that 
the national pride of France is aroused, and 
that on the question of a war with Germany 
there will be no division of ‘sentiment. 
The people are submitting to the utmost 
privations and sacrifices. The taxes are pos- 
sibly equalin the case of a large part of the 
people to an average of one meal a day for 
each family, and this is endured that France 
may be able to avenge the injury and loss of 
the past. When that war comes, it will be 
one of the most determined character. Not 
only the recovery of Alsace and Lorraine, 
but the further rectification of the national 

ndaries, will be the end sought by France.

Every fire- 
man and every policeman in active service is 
in constant danger of contracting disease 
and being permanently disabled in doing his 
duty, and a common sense of gratitude de- 
mands that some adequate provision be made 
for those who are overtaken by disaster in 
the public service. The foreign insurance 
companies now doing business in the city 
are required to pay 2 per cent on their gross 
receipts into the City Treasury, and Mr.

Europe is rapidly assuming the condition 
of a vast military camp, or rather is becom- 
ing a series of national camps. Germany has 
devoted all her energies, since the close of 
the war with France, to perfect her military 
organization. A large part of the French 
indemnity was expended in military roads, 
in obtaining heavy ordnance, in strengthen- 
ing fortifications, in the purchase of arms, 
and in building and equipping anavy. The 
Empire has been made a vast military 
school, so that when there is a need for 
troops every man capable of bearing arms 


Will be a trained and armed soldier. In 


France the preparation for war has been 
even more extensive. The inefficiency and 
insufficiency of the military establishment 
under the Empire is one of the painful re- 
membrances of France. Hardly had the 
Germans left the country before the military 
education of the nation was begun. France 
is no longer to have a regular army and a 
militia; the nation is to be made an 
army ; the old men and the women are to do 
the work of the field and shop, while the 
young and able-bodied are being instructed 
and educated as soldiers. When France goes 
to war again, it will be with the whole na- 
tion in arms, and the whole nation fighting 
as trained soldiers only can fight. The next 
French army will be a national one, prepared 
to fight to the last man, and each man an 
educated soldier. The French have in the 
same {ianner been expending heavily for 
fortif; ions. Between Paris and the north- 
ern frontier there are various lines of forti- 
fications, and the defense 2 oountry 
against invasion immensely ngthened. 


For prudential reasons the fortification of the 


frontier has been left to a later date. But the 
work of preparation goes on incessantly. 
By night and day the work is go- 
on all over France, The purchase 
manufacture of arms has been enor- 

mous, and France will, when the time comes, 
be prepared to place a rifle of the best finish 
in the hands of every man in France. The 
expenditure by France has been made from 
taxation of the most exacting character. The 
national tax is now $547,000,000 a year; 
this tax is needed to pay the interest on the 
public debt, and to support and improve the 
military defenses. The annual outlay for the 
army and fortifications is stated to be $150,- 
000,000, and for the navy $50,000,000. 

Russia and Turkey are of course in arms 
to the full capacity of both these nations. 
Turkey is financially bankrupt, and, when 
Russia comes out of this war, her debt will 
equal the utmost limits of her credit. Ans- 
tria, too, has been preparing for military 
operations. To the utmost of her means 
and her credit, she has been enlarging and 
improving her army by the enrollment of 
men, their military training, and the pur- 
chase and manufacture of arms. Italy and 
Spain, both in debt, spend all their means on 
their military establishments. | 

What does all this portend? What does 


France for 


judgment of her rulers the country shall be 
fully prepared for such an event. Such a war 
between these two nations, after this long 
and formidable preparation, will be such as 
the world has not seen in modern times. On 
its issue will rest the very existence of 
France. Defeat will leave her so over- 
whelmed with debt as to render the payment 
of that debt impossible. Sho will sink to 
the lowest rank among nations. But if suc- 
cessful, where will her success lead? In 
addition to the recovery of Alsace and Lor- 
raine, she may desire to extend her borders. 
Her success, too, will destroy the prestige of 
the German Empire. The end of such war 
will lead, probably, te a new map of Europe, 
in which Belgium, Holland, and Denmark 
may disappear as indopendent nations, 

This extraordinary arming of the Great 
Powers of Europe, the excessive prepara- 
tions for aggressive and defensive war, might 
from its exaggeration, and the great cost at 
which itis maintained, lead to an Interna- 
tional Congress, in which a general disarma- 
ment might be considered, were it not for 
the universal demand of the French nation 
that there shall be a war with Germany. 
Von Morra does not dxaggerate the 
feeling in France, nor does he er- 
aggerate the constant preparation in 
an aggressive war against 
Germany, and hence the Empire must 
regulate her own military preparations by 
those of France. Until that war shall be 
fought and won, there can be but little hope 
for a general disarmament in Europe, even 
though to maintain these immense armies 
involves the impoverishment of the nations 
and the increase of debts already enormous. 

Happy, indeed, are the United States in 
their wide geographical and political separa- 
tion from these disturbed and warlike na- 
tions, between whom exist universal jealousy 
and universal hate. Happy, indeed, are 
the American people in the general re- 
establishment of peace and harmony through- 
out the land, andin the national faculty of 
settling disturbing questions by resort to 
civic instead of military judgments. The 
blessing of national peace may best be 
understood by contemplating the present 
state of Europe.

the earpet-bag Governments have been un- 
able to protect the blacks against the nu- 
merous raids of the bulldozers, therefore the 
Governments, blacks and all, ought to be 
turned over to the murderers themselves.” 
This is afair sample of the unfair way in 
which the settlements in South Carolina and 
Louisiana are stated by the opponents of 
President Havyzs’ policy. First, it must be 
noted that it is admitted the carpet-baggers 
have failed utterly to protect the blacks; 
indeed, this could scarcely be denied in 
view of the unpunished outrages of the 
last campaign. Next, it is assumed that all 
the people of Louisiana and South Carolina, 
outside of the blacks and the carpet-baggers, 
are bulldozers and assassins. Such an as- 
sumption is altogether unwarranted, and 
is monstrously false. The fact is con- 
ceded that the Governments of these two 
States, in passing from the hands of the 
carpet-baggers, who admitted their ingbility 
to enforce the laws and protect the blacks, 
have been intrusted to the leaders of the 
native-born citizens, who are pledged in the 
most emphatic and solemn manner to guar- 
antee the negroes life, liberty, and full civil 
rights, and to punish their persecutors and 
assailants as ‘rigorously as all other offenders 
against the laws. These pledges have been 
accepted as true and honestly intended. It 
was certain that the carpet-baggers, with the 
moral support of the General Government 
and the fullest use of United States troops 
that a straining of the Constitution would 
warrant, did not and could not protect the 
blacks. Then there was nothing to lose and 
everything to gain in remitting the State 
Governments to men who certainly have the 


power, and who most solemnly pledge their 


faith, to assure the protection the carpet- 
baggers failed to give.

The coantry young man in politics is the person 
who has been making ali the disorder, doing all 
the bulldozing, committing most of the murders, 
and bringing al! the odium on this State since the 
War. A number of substantial planters, with gray 
hair and benevolent countenances, tried to explain 
to me recently whence the bulldozing had arisen. 
One of them said: Since the War, a class of 
young men has grown ap in our country-region 
which knows nothing of law. They have never 
seen the law enforced. They carry re- 
volvers, ride good horses, and drink whisky for 
amusement. When they want to have a real good 
time, during the political campaign, they go out 
and hunt niggers. The feebleness of the various 
carpet-bag Governments since the War bas made 
these young fellows bold. They despise the law. 
No carpet-bag officer dare touch them. The Gov- 
ernment founded for the protection of the negroes 
thus becomes the curse and destruction of the 
negroes. The only way to check ravages of this 
description is to establish here a Government 
strong enough to enforce the laws. Such a Gov- 
ernment NicHo.is will have. Hg means to put 
down lawlessness, and he will do if When he has 
hanged about a score of these young white scoun- 
dreis, there will be an end of nigger-hunting in 
this State; and we old heads of the Nicnorrs 
party, who know what jaw isand respect it, pro- 
pose to assist him in enforcing it until the young 
men know and respect it too. 

The class of men whom NicHoitis repre- 
sents in Louisiana and Hampron in South 
Carolina have not heretofore been charged 
with the responsibility for the outrages com- 
mitted by the young desperadoes of their 
own and adjoining States, and have not had 
the official power to. put a stop to them. 
They cannot be fairly called bulldozers, 
murderers, and assassins, because, as private 
citizens, they did. not suppress all the out- 
rages, riots, and acts of violence in the State, 
while the real officers of the Government 
were imbecile. But they have said: Give 
us the authority,—give usthe appointment of 
the Judges, Sheriffs, Magistrates, local 
officers, and police, and we pledge our faith 
that the outrages shall be stopped and the 
offenders punished.” The settlement of the 
disputes in Louisiana and South Carolina 
makes them responsible, and gives them the 
first opportunity they have had for providing 
a good Government, and the country will 
exact from them the most faithful 
performance of their promises, ‘The change 
leaves the negroes and the Republican whites 
all the personal power of resisting their as- 
sailants that they had before, with the addi- 
tional aid of a State Government of their 
political opponents pledged to keep the 
peace, enforce the laws, and punish all of- 
fenders against political liberty. 


TURKISH MADNESS. 

The great army of the Ozar has commenced 
its march into the Turkish principalities. 
One portion of its advance is hurrying to 
protect bridges on the Roumanian railways ; 
another has gone to Guergevo, south of 
Bucharest and opposite the strong Turkish 
fortress of Rutschuk, to prepare against 
Turkish raids; and powerful forces of Cos- 
sacks are scouring across Roumania to Kala- 
fat, on the extreme western frontier, oppo- 
site the Turkish forces at Widdin; and be- 
hind these flying squads the main army is 
steadily moving along to encounter the main 
forces of the Turks, while the other Russian 
army in Asia Minor is moving to strike them 
on the flank. Meanwhile, an interesting 
feature of the great pending struggle is the 
fatal folly of the Turk in precipitating him- 
self upon his doom. Mr. Boxzr, United 
States Minister at St. Petersbury, returned 
to his home in Philadelphia, in a recent in- 
terview confirmsa statement which has been 
made many times, that the Turkish army is 
in a demoralized condition and cannot ex- 
ceed 300,000 men, while the Russian army is 
in perfect order, and can, muster 1,000,000 
men, well drilled and disciplined, plentifully 
supplied wiih arms and material of war; and 
that Russia, in six weeks after the war is 
commenced, can, if she is so disposed, be at 
the gates of Constantinople, and that, be- 
tween the two great armies, the Turks will 
be utterly exterminated. i 

Notified beforehand that she cannot have 
the help of any outside Power, and knowing 
that she confronts a Power of nearly three 
times her strength, which has more than 
once before brought her to the verge of 
ruin, what has induced Turkey to reject the 
pacific overtures of all Europe and take the 
field against Russia, knowing that it is a for- 
lorn hope? The reason may undoubtedly be 
found in the fact that it does not expect to 
lose any territory. From the very outset of 
European intervention, in order to avoid a 
blow upon the flank, Russia has declared 
that she has no intention of territorial ag- 
grandizement, and that her only object in 
case of war would be to ameliorate the con- 
dition of the Christians and rescue them 
from the horrors of Turkish domination. 
The Turks argue, therefore, that even if 
they are beaten they will lose no territory, 
and that the worst that can happen would 
still have happened if they had signed the 
protocol. Therefore, they say, it 1s better to 
be compelled to grant and guarantee reforms 
than to allow outside Powers to interfere 
with our internal affairs, and we will go 
ahead and fight as desperately as we can, and 
if we are whipped we shall only have to sur- 
render what is already demanded by the pro- 
tocol, The precedents of Russo-Turkish wars 
give them some warrant for such a theory. 
Turkey has met with no decided territorial 
loss to Russia since the days of CaTuantine. 
In her campaign of 1774, Russia secured the 
free navigation of the Black Sea and the 
Danube, and possession of the Crimea. In 
1812, the Czar Nicnoras obtained the Bes- 
sarabian strip. In 1827, although Russia 
penetrated the Turkish territory clear to 
Adrianople, and there dictated terms of 
peace which were intended for the acquisi- 
tion of territory, Turkey only lost Greece, 
which secured her independence; and after 
the Crimean war Russia had to give up Bes- 
sarabia, which is now occupied by the north- 
ern army. In addition to these precedents 


and Russian declarations, Turkey also has 


the hope that, if Russia shows any tendency 
to appropriate territory, England and Austria 


will combine to prevent it.

The Dominion Council of Agriculture—Rall- 
way Matters—Other Intelligence. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Orrawa, April 25.—The Dominion Council of 
Agriculture held its first meeting to-day in the 
Senate Chamber. The Hon. D. Christie was elect- 
ed President. A number of important resolutions 
were passed having in view the promotion of agri- 
cultural, dairying, and lumbering interests of the 
Dominion. It was suggested thata monthly re- 
port on agriculture, horticulture, and forestry be 
published; also an annual report of complete sta- 
tistics of the same subject, similai te that pub- 
lished in the United States. It was also suggested 
that the Dominion museum at Ottawa be improved 
so as to make it a rival of the museum at Wash- 
ington. A committee was appointed tp report on 
the best means of securing free interchange of 
of agricultural productions between the States and 
Canada, irrespective of other interests; also the 
best means,o —— the buffalo herds of the 
Northwest. It was resolved that the imvitation of 
the President of the Nationa! Agricultural Con- 
gress of the United States to be present at the next 
meeting at Chicago during the Inter-State Expo- 
sition of September, 1877, be accepted, and that 
the members of the Dominion Council be requested 
to attend, with instructions to ¢arry out the pro- 
posed organization of a North American Agricul- 
tural Congress on the basis that each province of 
Dominion be entitled to the same representation as 
the States of the American Union.

The Moods and Mutations of 
_Wheat---Losers and 
Winners. 


The Mest Animated Scene which the Board Has 
Recently Witnessed. 


Trials and Tribulations of Some 
Holders of Corn. 


The Board of Trade during yesterday forenoon, 
and, indeea, during the entire day, presented 
scene of excitement and speculation such as rare! 
has been seen even in Chicago. It ‘was a day o 
intensity, remarkable for everything save failures. 
It was the European war news which was made th 
excuse for_the deals, but the fight was one betwee 
the bulls and bears in wheat, in which both sides 
seem to have come out even. It was the country 
which caught the city boys this time, but, as a 
scalper remarked on ‘Change yesterday, the 
countrymen had the shirts pulled off their backs in 
the last deal, and now they have caught up or got 
even.” 

Before the regular hour, 
*Change opens there was considerable excitement 
on the street. The Russian manifeste had brought 
the thing to a dead sure issue of war. As soon as 
the bell struck and the doors to the Board of Trade 
Hall were thrown open the crowd of brokers and 
operators rushed in. There were a few lame ducks 
left outside from the previous day, and they were 
quite nervous and irritable. The gallery was 
jammed by a crowd of ladies and gentlemen. The 
rush made for the floor by outsiders was simply im- 
mense. A good many good-ntaured Grangers 
with stamps to equander obtained seats on the 
floor, as mere lookers on in Vienna, but outside 
was a noisy, crush mob, reaching a distance 
down the stairway. doorkeeper, w by the 
by, je a man of patience and politeness, his 
hands full to keep those who had no right within 
from pushing through.

They 
sad found out last fall that the wheat crop of the 
country was 40, 000, 000 bushels short, which would 
na y have created a rise at this time even had 
there been no reason for anticipating a European 
war. Wheat would have legitimately gone to from 
$1.50 to $1.60 during May and June. The amount 
of old wheat in the granaries was not 3 80 
much as many had supposed, and was but an item 
in the neral estimate. The war rumogs had 
hastencd the rise. They had advised their agents 
and enstomers months ago of the results of their 
investigations, and ad advised them dy 
circular to buy and sell. During the 
past two days they had refused new 
customers, and so had numerous other commission 
men, on account of the distrust in regard to mar- 
gins, and the uncertainty of the markets. Durin 
en we mpd morni this firm purchased 700, 00 

ushels of wheat, 80,000 of which was in one dea 
for Eastern shipment. When wheat began to lose 
interest for ‘‘ the regulars,” they went to the corn 
crowd, where the chances ‘or losses were not eo 
great. Everything was feverish and excited in 
sympathy with wheat. 

Perhaps, while on the question of the wheat 
deal, it might not be inapbropriate to state here 
what Mr. Young said in regard to the future of the 
wheat crop. He is a gentleman who has pretty 
thorongh sources of information, and he stated 
that the prospect for winter wheat had never looked 
so well at this season of the year. Spring wheat 
promised a larger crop than ever before known, 
and had been placed earlier in the und. In 
California the wheat crop would only about a 
half at best. If the grasshoppers leit the growing 
crops alone, the harvest would be immense. If 
the war in Europe went on it would be the biggest 
kind of a thing for this country. Even without a 
European war our wheat crop in itself would open 
an era of prosperity, and next fall would not bring 
leas than $1.25 a bushel. Our stock of flour was 
exhausted, Canada at the present time was wait- 
ing for 2,000,000 bushels of our wheat, which she 
must have. Kugland wanted wheat, but it would 
be very hard just now to 40 her, as the amount 
in this country was very light. We had no wheat 
to spare just now, but next fall promised grandly. 

And now to return to the speculators. It is now 
within twenty minutes of l2 o'clock.

They bonght it 
when the price was low, and had it stored in cribs 
along the lines of the great railways running through 
the atcorn-fields of Iowa and Ilinois. When 
the first tocsin of war was sounded, and values 
appreciated, they sold out this corn for May de- 
livery, and made a profit on their invest- 
ment. Since the deals were made prices have rap- 
idly advanced, and with each upward point the 
holders of the corn were called upon for additional 
margins, in order to make the trades . Yes- 
terday there was a good deal of scurrying around to 
secure sufficient loans of money to respond to the 
calls. Ina few cases the monéy could not be had, 
and the trades were sold out under the rule. These 
forced sales, instead of affording a profit, 
entailed a serious loss. Corn which had 
been sold for May at from 45 to 48 cents, and at 
those flgures gave a profit of from 5 to 10 cents, 
was settled yesterday in accordance with the inex- 
orable rule of the Board at a loss of from 12 to 15 
cents. One party who had sold 75,000 bushels for 
next month's delivery was called on for margins.

In a case like 
this, where the prospects in the grain and timber 
fleets are so different, would it not be well for the 
delegates to the Vessel-Owners’ Convention to con- 
sider this point. In this city charters are being 
made daily at 30 to Buffalo, with expenses nearly 
as high as they were when charters were bei 
made at 6c? Vessel-owners can tell howmac 
money there isin freight of this kind. Now, in 
in the timber trade wages are very little higher, 
tow bills are no greater. and the demand for ves- 
sels is active. or instance, we know of one case 
where an agent is offering a = 000 freight to 
Europe, and no takers. Why? Because the

CHAUNCEY T. BOWEN 
AND THE SOUTH PARK COMMISSION. 

A reporter bappened to hear yesterday that Mr. 
Chauncey T. Bowen had decided to tender his 
resignation as South Park Commissioner. He 
found the gentleman at bis hotel, and asked him 
what truth there wasin the story which he had 


heard. 

Said Mr. Bowen, I have already done so.” 

** Why have you done it?” 

„By reason of ill-health. I have not looked 
after the accounts kept of my transactions as I 
should have done, and, the account becoming 
complicated, I have felt that during 
examination it was not proper that I should 
remain a Commissioner, as it might, to a 
certain extent, embarrass the Commission by my 
remaining in a position to pass upon my own trans- 
actions. Some time prior tothe introanction of 
the resolutions in the House for an investigation of 
park matters, I had determined that the prop- 
er course would be for me to resign. The in- 
troduction of taose resolutions delayed my carry- 
ing out that intention. I concluded to wait until 
the resolutions were disposed of, and did not con- 
sider that a proper time te tender my resignation, 
feeling that it was a duty I owed both to myself 
and the Commission to submit to the investigation 
as a Commissioner, no matter w cause | might 
decide upon afterwards. I have now tendered my 
resignation, and ask of the Commissioners that 3 
complete examination of all my transactions in re- 
gard to the finances of the Commission shall be 
made by a — M competent accountant, and 
I have the personal assurance of the Comm n 
that such will de the course adopted by them.“

“CAN YOU GIVE A GENERAL STATEMENT?” 

The Commission was unable to collect their 
assessments on account of thefire. They had, in 
the purchase of real estate pending collection of 
their assessments, made large engagements, 
which they were unable to meet, and which had to 
be provided for. The tax-levy for the year after 
the fire was only $150,000, instead of „000. 
The Commission had maturing engagements, to- 
<< with a orienta bao’ ae amounting in 

uly, 1872, to over „000, to which should be 
added the July imterest, amounting to $70,000 
more. The mmission could issue no more 
bonds, the full limit having been sold; the taxes 
and assessments had not been paid. The only re- 
source was to borrow money upon certifi- 
cates of indebtedness issued by the Com- 
missioners, which certificates, in nearly 
every instance, I had to personally indorse 
or guarantee. That was the course adopted to 
furnish funds and to keep the Commission alive. 
The transactions were made with ten or twelve 
different banks, mostly in New York City, in 
amounts ranging from $10,000 to $100,000 each, 
which were renewed from time to time, as they came 
due, for sixty days te four months. Such re- 
newals had to made, in many cases, by trans- 
ferring these loans from one bank to another. 
These renewals, in the aggregate, amounted to 
millions of dollars, and were carried int y 
until the Commission received funds from their 
collections to pay them. The credit of the Com- 
mission was sustained in this manner, and the 
obligations paid, It would have been a disgrace to 
our people to have failed to meet euch obligations.

I have always 
claimed ande still insist that the proceeds of each 
certificate either given er sent to me were used for 
the sole benefit of the South Park Commission. 
All such certiticates are now returned and in the 
vaults of the Commission. In no instance has any 
one of them differed from the report I gave of it, 
and in no instance did the Park Commission ever 
have to pay a certificate after I had reported it as 
paid. All checks drawn by me as President were 
used in payment of South Park indebtedness.

A deposit had been made 
to the credit of the South Park Commission, buat 
by some mistake it was placed to the credit of an- 
other institution, and the deficiency was c in 
the account shown to be unsettled upon the ks 
of the Commission, about which so much has been 
ssid. It is now admitted, and reduces the apparent 
difference $10,000. 1 simply refer to this in 
support of my claim that proper credits have not 
been given me.” 
Do yon blame any one for this state of things?” 

No, sir. 1 am not faalt-finding, and do not wish 
to attach the blame to any one. Had not my severe 
illness ieft me unabie to transact business, no such 
complication of my transactions would have occur- 
red. It was my misfortune, not being able to 
make at that time the report, so that all the proper 
entries could have been made. When such report 
shall have been made and an examination made by 
a competent accountant, which it will take some 
time toaccomplish, all my transactions will be 
found to have been correct. I can only hope that 
my friends will wait for the result before passing 
their opinions on it. 


OBITUARY. 
PROF. GUSTAVUS GEARY. | 

The many professional and social friends of 
Prof. Gustavus Geary, the weli-known music 
teacher and composer, will be pained to learn of 
his death, whicn occurred yesterday in New York. 
Some two months or so ago he was stricken with 
an attack of typhoid fever, consequent upon close 
attention paid by him to the late Mr. Frodsham, 
who died at bis residence. Being possessed of a 
naturally strong constitution, and having re- 
ceived careful medical attendance, he was 
enabled to pull through, thongh rendered 
extremely weak. During his convalescence fatty 
degeneration of the heart became manifest, and in 
a short time he suffered a relapse, In spite of all 
that could be done by the most skillfal physicians, 
he gradually grew worse. bout two weeks ago 
a medical consultation was had, and it was recom- 
mended as the only hope of prolonging his life 
that he take a change of airand diet. A week aco 
last Saturday he left for New York City. The 
change did not prove of any benefit. He daily 
declined, and 3 at the age of 55, 
closed a busy life and honorable career. Prof. 
Geary was born in Dublin, and when a boy sang 
soprano in the choir of St. Patrick's Cathedral. 
Subsequently he went to Italy, where he placed 
himself under the tuition of the best singing - mas- 
ters in that land of song, On the completion of 
his studies he returned to Dublin, and engaged in 
the profession of music-teaching. Being the pos- 
sessor of a fine tenor voice, of which he had per- 
fect control, his professional services were 
soon called into requisition. He participated 
in many of the great musical festivals in London. 
Manchester, Dublin, and other cities. About 1857 
he came to this country, and for ten years made 
New York his home. He was known in that city 
as an accomplished bajlad-singer and a thorough 
teacher. About ten years ago, at the suggestion of 
several of his former Dublin friends resident here, 
he came to this city. He soon became indentified 
with the musical profession here, and in a 
short time found himself in the first 
rank. During the frst season of Mme. Christine 
Nileson at the Crosby Overa-House in the winter of 
70-71. his name occupied a pruminent position on 
the concert programe, as the Swedish cantatrice 
frequently sang some of his ballad compositions. 
The Professor was one of the most genial of men. 
He had an enthusiastic love for his professi and 
was on terms of more or less intimacy with 

singers and musicians of the 
thirty or _ thirty-five years. His remi- 
niscences of the kings and queens of the opera of 
& generation ago were entertaining, and his fund 
of anecdotes concerning them more than once kept 
his hospitable table in a ny His demise was not
